Fare therin,"Pur rather infloathfulneſſe, formallity,coveteonſneſs, 
pride ,and-vanity in Aparrell,8c.Bnt now'marke, for all theſe;me 
declaring thus againſtthe Prieſts, and People of this Nation, they 
are now joyned with them, and are guilty of fin with them,as 7.H. 
confeſfeth, who hath joyned himſelf yith rhe blind watch-men, 
and the dumb dogs, who content themſelves with dreames inſtead 
of truth, and ſo he is guilty of ſin, and a falſe dreamer with them. 
Oh! what deceit and hippocriſyare theſe nren in, one while to 
declare ſo much againſt the Teachers, and People of this Nation, 
and another while to joyne with them, as guilty of fin, and abuſing 
the truth with them, ſo whether they be fit co teach others or not, 
any wiſe man may judge. And as for his ſaying that we reproach 
or villifie them as for confeſling their: negle& of Chrift, and their 
abuſe of his truth, herein he miſtakes us. For we witneſlſe againſt 
them tor their hyppocriſie, and deceit, and being ſuch abuſers of 
the truth as they are. And alfo witneſle againſt them for their 
Ariveing againſt the heavy judgment of God, and their. revileing 
and abufins that judgment which he hath ordered to puniſh them 
for their neglect of Chrift, and the truth of him ſo long abuſed by 
them,which heavy judgment they acknowledge us called Quakers 
ro be, and yer they continue revileing and reproaching us, when 
as they ſhould rather bear the judgment of God patiently, ſeeing 
they have ſinned ſo much againſt God in their long abuſing his 
truth, as they have done, and yet do. | 
2. And now touching the matter of docrine 7.H. chargeth the 
* 9 uakers with, as for jubvertins the faith delivered by the A- 
**oltles, and underryineing the hope of the Goſpell. He faith they 
* ſubvert the faith in denying Ghriſtto have that body in Heaven 
* slorified in which he ſuffered and roſe again, &c. E 
Reply, AS for his yes, and faſſly accuſeing us about this (which 
will fall heavy upon his own head) they are clearly ſeen by many 
that know our beleefe in theſe things, wherin we own what the 
Scriptures do declare. And how doth this charge of _7. H. againſt 
the 2mnakers agree with his, and Tho. Moore's ſaying in their 
Book : That we faid the ſame body that ſuffered was '#lorihed at 
Gods right Hand in Heaven? when now he ſaith we deny Chriſt 
ro have that body in Heaven glorified in which he ſuffered, Who 
will beleive-this man's confuſion? who alſo faith in one of his Pa- 
pers againſt us, that we are men of noe fſudgment about the

- Perſon of Cliriſt;. Now I fay then if ir were fo, how ſhould we ei- 
ther affirme or deny aay thing about ir? for if we do either, we 
'muſt be of ſome judgment abour it; And how ſhould we ſubverc 
any ones faich about rhe Perſon of Chriſt,. if we be of ro judgment 
abour it ? forif it were ſo with us, 7. H. ſhould rather hayeinfor- 
med us about the Perſon of Chriſt, ro have brought us into ſome 
true judgment about ir (if he could) then have charged us with 
preaching other Doctrins then the Apoſtles did, touching ſuch 
rhings as. he hath Alfly charged us to be of no judgment abour. 
Thus his confuſion and falſhhoed is apparent. For though wecan- 
not own his and their imaginations, who have affirmed that Chriſt 
is in Heaven with a humane Body of fleſh and bones, without blood 
in it, wherein their blindneſſe much appears, and cherin they di- 
ſinguiſh not a ſpirituall Body from a humane Body, which is na- 
curall or earthly, | ga we owne that the Body of Chriſt which ſuf. 
fered and aſcended was changed. And ſo his Body is a ſpiritual glo- 
rified Body in Heaven, in the nature. of. the ſame glory which he 
had with the Father before the world began, wherein he is glorifi- 
ed, where that which was mortall is ſwallowed up of life-and Im- 
mortallitie. 
. 4. Hh againcharpeth us with ſubverting the hope of the Go- 
ſpel, in denying the reſurretion of the bodies of-men, &c. 
Rep. This is another flander for we own the reſurrefion of 
the bodies both of che juit and unjuſt'according ro the Scrip- 
ures, and ſee how again this accuſer is confounded, He and T. 
AA. in a Paper to me.ſay, That-we we are of no jadgment about 
the Reſurre&ion : To which I ſay, tnenhow ſhould we either 
deny it,or affirm ought ot it?Severa] other things hath T. H. alſo 
falſly accuſed us within in his foyrch page, which I have anſwer- 
ed elſewhere : And to my ſaying that Chriſt bid,. Be ye perfet us 
your beavenly F ather x perfe@, 4. H. ſaith, .Exhortations to things 
prove not thoſe.things to be perfetly acrained by 2ny here, nor 
doth the Scriptare ever fay , Let not fin be in you, as if men 
might get it all out, though it ſays, Let it not reign in your mortal 
bodies. Rep. Then if the things which Chritt exhorted men 
to upon earth may not be perfeRly attained by any here,to what 
end or cffc& was his Exhortation ? What muſt-men be under the 
commands atter death which they had in their life time, and not 
till chen falfill ihem ? Here's darkneſs indeed manifeſt, and the 
+. com- 


commands of God put afar os and made of none effett by ſuch. 
as are out of his love, for he that lovecth God keepeth his Com- 
maridments> and is it not all one for the Scripture eo ſay, Be ye 
perfe#, as your beavenly F atier is perfedt, as if it ſaid, Letnot fin be 
in you ? Or the fame to ſay, Waſh you, make ye clean, or keep Gods 
Commandments, and love, and ſerve him, with all your hearr, 
ſoul, ſtcength and minde, which muſt be (ulfilled,then what pare 
of man muſt be a ſubje& for ſin to dwell in; while he lives here, 
as F. H. would haveit? ifno part of 'man be a ſubje& co fin ſo. 
long as he lives, then it cannot abidein him, as take away the 
| body of it, and its members cannot remain. And to my ſaying 
T1at F. H. hadnot proved that the Prophets and Apoſtles had 
{in fn them ſo long as they lived ; he ſaith, How falſe that was, 
appears in what f. H. ſaid on Pſal. 143.2. To whickl ſay that 
Scripture does not prove that the Prophets and Apoſtles had fin 
in them ſo long as they lived,for there its ſaid, Enter not into judg- 
ment with thy ſervant,O Lord, for in thy fight ſhall no man living be 
. Juſtifizd ; and what F. H. ſaid on this, will not prove that the 
Prophets and Apoſiles had fin in them while they lived, ſeein 
the Scripture it ſelf doth not prove it, its no matter of his words

others?Bur] had rather be a ſufferer by you,tkea ſhame you,if you

H. Thou 
haſt charged us exceeding falſely, and: belyed us ſhamefully? for 
we never faid that -the coming of Chriſt, at which the dead in 
Chriſt areto be raiſed is already paſt and over, but that the ſaints 
remained unto the coming of the Lord, as the Apoſtle faith, we 
which arealive and remain unto the coming of theLord accord- 
ing to our words which thou haſt falſely and ſlanderouſly ground- 
ed thy charge upon, which are againſt thee and Thomas Moore, 
where we faid,as for that, 1 Theſ. 4.15. Concerning the coming 
of the Lord from heaven,which theſe men aforeſaid would blindly 
pur afar off asto a coming of Chriſt with fleſh and bones, the 
Apoſtle faith we, which are alive and remain unto the coming of -

mainng till the coming of the Lord as in, 1 Theſ.4.15.17. Thou 
to render me odious urged, ver.13.14.16. Which I never denied 
nor doubted of her, and fo 1 flighred diſputing abour ir, though 
hou would have made it diſputableagamſ me to make good thy 
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charge 'and ſlander agairft me, and what .canfuſion would 


thou charge upon us, asto' fay the coming of Ghriſ, at which the 
dead inhim are to be raiſed is already paſtand over,as if that which 
is yet to be yvere over and paſt, yeul this non-ſenſe thou might as 
vvell have charged the Saints as us:who remained unto the coming - 
of the Lord,and yet did not prevent them vyhich were aſleep from 
being raiſed, though did mention thar of Foh.5.25: rouching the 
dead hearing the voice of the Son of God, that theſe that vvere 
dead or aſleep in their fins might come to be raiſed out of them, and 
live;this I knevy vvasthe moſt needful for many people that heard 
us, to knovv, they having fuch as thou art for their Teach- 
ers, vvhoſe Miniſtry doth greatly tend to keepe them 
in their tins, when ſounuch chey ttcive for tin, in contending 
and pleading for it, as thou haft done. And in thy cleventh page 
thou haſt laid down many words in my name which I never 
ſpake, ehy wickedly wronging me will come beavy upon thee 
one day. And oh! how lame and doubtful is thy Relation a- 
gainft me? who when thou haſt oftentimes laid down anſwers 
for mine, thou ſayeſt, or to ſuch purpoſe was bis anſwers, and ſo 
haſt but often gueſſed about my anſwers, and often belyed me, 
and perverted the words of eruth, and broken my anſwers often, 
putting but peeces of them down, as any impartiall reader of 
thy relation who heard our diſpute may cafily fee.
